Any story that tells of the Kaufman collection must include a short history of the lives 
of the two brothers that built it into one of the finest privately-held collections in the 
country. 


Nathan M. Kaufman, the son of a German immigrant who had settled in the Upper 
Peninsula of Michigan in 1849, was born in the city of Marquette in 1863. After attending 
local schools and working part-time in his father’s store, his business accumen and ambition 
became quite apparent. For the next several years, he held many responsible positions and 
attained a great measure of success in each one of them. He owned a mens’ furnishings store 
in Negaunee, managed mining interests in the area, and became one of the main organizers 
and president of the Marquette County Savings Bank. His association with the banking in- 
dustry is the most likely candidate for the cultivation of his interest in numismatics. He also 
had a large holding in the Upper Peninsula Brewing Company, quite interestingly inactive 
at the time of his death in 1918 due to, what newspaper accounts of the day called, “the 
prohibition regime.” The later years of his life were devoted to the management of the Con- 
gress Hotel Company, an important Chicago property that prospered greatly under his dir- 
ection. 


It becomes readily apparent that N. M. Kaufman had not only the interest, but also the 
means, to begin assembling the fabulous collection that we, at RARCOA, feel so privileged 
and excited to be able to offer to the collecting public within the following pages. 


Little is known about the roots of the numismatic holdings, but from what can be 
gathered from newspaper accounts and heresay (very little, or no, hard documentation sur- 
vives), N. M. Kaufman’s collecting interests were of a purely personal nature—something

he undertook as a hobby and because it seemed to fit well with a flair he had already devel- 
oped for antiques. In any case, the seed had been planted and grew steadily until Nathan sold 
(or gave—the information is not crystal clear) the holdings to his brother, Louis G., shortly 
before the turn of the century. At this point, the collection began to flourish by leaps and 
bounds, for Louis had an even keener desire to collect and had the financial means to see 
these wishes become reality. 


But before we step too far ahead of ourselves, let’s stop for a moment and look at Louis 
Graveraet Kaufman, the man equally as responsible for the contents of the collection as his 
brother, Nathan, who had initiated it. 


Louis G. Kaufman was also born in Marquette, Michigan in 1870. After completing high 
school, he studied mining engineering for two years in deference to the family’s vast mining 
holdings in the Upper Peninsula. This did not appeal to him, however, and he decided to make 
a career of the banking business. While family ties, I am sure, had something to do with it, 
the rest sounds almost like the typical American success story. He worked his way “through 
the ranks” at the Marquette County Savings and First National Banks from messenger to teller 
to cashier to manager to vice-president to president to chairman of the board. Right up the 
ladder of success. He was also one of the youngest members to be elected president of the 
Michigan Bankers Association and served as a member of the council of the American Bankers 
Association. 


In 1910, Louis went to New York City to assume the presidency of the Chatham 
National Bank, a move that required special permission from the Department of the Treasury, 
since he also wished to retain the presidency of the First National in Marquette. Presiding 
over national banks in two or more different states was highly unusual at the time but not 
without precedent. The name L. G. Kaufman is familiar to many collectors of National Cur- 
rency because of his bold signature that appears on many notes from both the Michigan and 
New York banks. 
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When he went to New York City, Louis naturally brought his coin collection with him. 
He decided to share its beauty and history with others, so he placed it on display at the newly- 
formed Chatham-Phenix Bank where he was president. It was viewed by numerous admirers, 
so when he went back to Marquette in 1927 to build a new bank structure (for which he also 
donated the land), L. G. decided to place it on permanent display for what he called “the 
education and benefit of youth.” 


In the directors’ room, he had special wall safes and display cases built to house the 
coins—and a truly impressive array it was! United States Gold, Silver and Copper coins—cir- 
culation strikes and proofs; Private and Territorial Gold; Colonial, Confederate, Obsolete and 
National Currency; Coins of the World; Civil War tokens—all arranged for open viewing. When 
the bank building was dedicated on October 14, 1927, the invitation went out that all who 
wanted to see his prizes were welcome to do so. And plaques above the wall safes proudly 
proclaimed it as being the N. M. KAUFMAN COLLECTION, the sort of memorial that Louis 
felt his brother Nathan richly deserved. 


And there it remained, for over fifty years, until recently when a good portion of it 
was moved to Chicago for cataloguing and public auction sale (many of the pieces, including 
Civil War Tokens, all the currency, and other numismatic items will stay in Marquette). The 
legacy of two brothers will be spread around the country, and even the world, as pieces from 
their collection are acquired by anxious bidders. This catalogue is a testimony to their fore- 
sight and wishes—for we hope that some of the education and beauty that Louis wanted to 
share with others will be found within these covers.

Any resulting hairlines, etc. are also 
noted in each lot description where applicable.

These are the same dies 
which appeared on the exceptional group of proofing pieces in the Gibson 
sale. Proofing pieces of .999 fineness were primarily used in San Francisco 
to bring below standard gold (less than .900 fine) up to whole coining 
standards without using large amounts of parting acids (which were not 
readily available in the area). This piece is BRILLIANT UNCIRCULATED 
with some light handling marks. The stamps themselves are Proof-like. Total 
weight of 364.27 grains. 








40 1853 U.S. Assay—Moffat. Twenty D. The last of the Moffat issues struck after 
his retirement from the Assay Office. Sharp VERY FINE with nice red and 
orange toning. Some surface marks and a rim bruise at the Sth star. Some 
other minor rim marks and a couple of cuts on the reverse.

Another of the many 
issues of the West which were “‘short weighted,” containing only $9.74 in 
gold. These light issues, which were very unpopular at the time, led to what 
was called the “Gold Coin Swindle,’ causing Baldwin to head for Panama.

Very inter- 
esting in that the 2 in the date shows a circle around it, indicating that the 
numeral was repunched. An ideal opportunity for the specialists. Interest- 
ingly, Edgar H. Adams in his book Private Gold Coinage of California, 
1849-55, mentions a $20 copper trial piece of 1855 as being owned by 
W.W. Kaufman of Marquette, Michigan (see Lot 66). Since he does not 
list the 1852 $10 in copper (the currently-offered specimen), we can only 
assume that Adams was mistaken, and this is the piece he described.

Very little hard factual information is known about this particular 
territorial coin—its origin, history, reason for striking or mintage. But a 
few things are a matter of record and provide an interesting numismatic 
puzzle. 

For example, why does the name Kellogg, alone, appear on the coin? 
It is known that Augustus Humbert became a partner in the firm some 
time during 1854 (Kellogg also had two other partners, a Mr. Stearns 
and Mr. John Hewston, who are mentioned in a letter to Frank Doughty 
from E. R. Kellogg, the coiner’s son, and reprinted in the February, 1921 
Numismatist). It would have seemed both logical and practical that Hum- 
bert’s name appear on the coin to insure its acceptance in trade channels, 
for Humbert was a respected assayer and former official agent of the fed- 
eral government. Perhaps the reason was that the die had been cut, in 
anticipation of an impending coinage of the denomination, prior to 
Humbert’s arrival at the firm. The fact that the last digit in the date is 
out of line with the other three may tend to support this theory. 

That brings us to our second question: If the coin was meant to cir- 
culate in trade, why are all known pieces proofs or former proofs? In 
the same Kellogg letter to Doughty (dated May 6, 1891), he states that 
““, . . as I remember my father’s words, there were struck .. . of the 
fifty-dollar pieces . . . about 60,000 pieces . . .”’ and later on in the letter 
says that “. . . I am extremely anxious to obtain for myself any or all 
specimens of this fifty-dollar piece which may possibly be in existence...” 
The closest sale record we can find to that date is in a June, 1909 auction 
by Henry Chapman where a Kellogg $50 realized $1250. Were Mr. Kellogg 
Jr’s. finances that great that he could even dream of affording, let alone 
locating, more than a handful of coins? And, again, why are only proofs 
known? The possible answer is twofold: 1) Mr. Kellogg, Jr. exaggerated 
slightly (!), or 2) 60,000 pieces were struck and all but a few presentation, 
or sample, pieces were melted. The most likely answer, however, is that all 
known specimens were patterns for an anticipated coinage that never 
materialized. The number 60,000 pieces probably referred to all those 
struck by Kellogg & Co., of all denominations, in 1854 and 1855~—not just 
the $50’s.

How about the actual number of known pieces? The first (?) accounting 
was prepared in 1905 by DeWitt Smith, a pioneer gold collector from Lee, 
Mass. Among the nine pieces held by private collectors was listed one W.W. 
KAUFMAN from Michigan (the presently-offered specimen—evidently a 
hastily-scrawled N.M. could easily have been mistaken for a W. W., and 
too highly coincidental to be thought of otherwise). He also listed one 
as being in the U.S. Mint (collection) and three being held by the Kellogg 
family (it is somewhat doubtful that Kellogg’s son acquired two others, 
for in his letter he stated that he had only ONE). 

In any case, recent research can only account for TEN pieces (with the 
outside possibility of an eleventh being known), NOT THIRTEEN as the 
Smith list indicated! One trial piece in copper is also known. The most 
current list includes the following (‘“‘new” numbers are followed by a num- 
ber in parentheses that indicates Smith’s original numbering—e.g. S-8 is the 
190S-listed specimen which was in the collection of DeWitt Smith):

Unfortunately, to list pedigrees at this point would be, in our opinion, 
somewhat confusing and possibly misleading. During the course of re- 
searching this coin we examined many catalogues and lists dating back to 
the late 1800’s. As many of the photographs were somewhat less than 
crystal clear, positive identification was not possible. For a numismatic 
scholar looking for a topic, the research on this subject would present a 
formidable task, indeed! 

So there you have it-TEN KNOWN KELLOGG $50’s! The piece 
listed by Smith as being in the Mint’s collection is not now in the Smith- 
sonian (according to a recent conversation with one of the assistant cura- 
tors), nor was it contained in the 1914 inventory listing the Mint’s holdings. 
Two of the specimens listed as being owned by the Kellogg family proba- 
bly were not really there, either, or one may be the currently-numbered 
No. 7 coin. 

The example being offered here (New No. 3), the N.M. Kaufman 
specimen, is a BRILLIANT PROOF and EASILY ONE OF, if not THE, 
FINEST OF THE PIECES KNOWN. While the obverse has some surface 
marks (the most prominent at the first star, and which would easily serve 
for future identification), light hairlines and tiny rim marks, the reverse 
grades VIRTUALLY GEM. The highlights are attractively offset by deep 
red-orange toning, further adding to the overall beauty of this breathtaking 
item. Its RARITY cannot be questioned, and to say that it would be the 
centerpiece of any collection would be a vast understatement. For refer- 
ence only, the last Kellogg $50 that was publicly offered (John A. Beck 
Collection sale by Abner Kreisberg Corp., 1/27—29/1975, Lot 729) 
brought $120,000.

cribed as follows: 
The Libertas Americana, the dies of which were cut by Dupre, is 
universally considered by far the most beautiful of the Peace Medals. 
Its spirited head of Liberty was imitated on some of the earliest 
coins of the new nation. The Phrygian cap now takes the place of the 
free hat of the Netherlands. The reverse design is peculiarly suggestive. 
This, as Mr. Parsons remarks in A. J. N., XXIII, 31, “conveys a very 
adroit compliment to the French nation,” the infant Hercules, type of 
the young Republic, has strangled the two serpents which attacked 
him, symbolizing the victories of Saratoga and Yorktown, but he is 
still exposed to the relentless rage of the British lion, whose tail 
between his legs,—‘‘coward”’ as the heralds style it,-shows his power 
is baffled by Minerva, whose lily-shield shows her to be the emblem 
of France, springing to protect him ... The dies were engraved in 
LT S2 2: 

Bronze, struck as PROOF but with friction appearing on the high points. 

The obverse has been cleaned, leaving hairlines, and there are minute rim 

marks.

Electrotype (in copper) for the Gobrecht Pattern Dollar, J-60. Listed in 
Judd Appendix D. From point of apparent detail, a grade of ABOUT 
UNCIRCULATED would be in order, although the piece more than likely 
never saw any actual circulation. A light silver wash is in evidence in pro- 
tected areas of the devices as well as around some of the reverse lettering. 
The fine detail and texture might tend to indicate that this piece is of mint 
origin (see note in Judd reference book under No. 159 where it states “most 
of the plain edge copper pieces are electrotypes, made at the mint by 
DuBois...” ), although there is no conclusive evidence to support this 
theory. That particular period of the Mint’s history saw many strange and 
unusual occurrences, and a piece of this nature is certainly not outside the 
realm of possibility. A specimen definitely worthy of further study, and one 
that would make an interesting addition to a U.S. Dollar or Pattern col- 
lection.

The so-called “Scott Restrike’’ of the Confederate States of America Half 
Dollar. In 1879, J. W. Scott & Co. of New York purchased 500 genuine 
1861-O Half Dollars and planed off the reverses of them. They then applied 
the Confederate States reverse (they had earlier purchased the die and one 
original Confederate States Half Dollar from Dr. B. F. Taylor, Chief Coiner 
for the Confederacy) to these pieces thereby ‘‘manufacturing” a collectible 
Confederate Half Dollar. As only 500 pieces were originally made, and 
many have been subjected to attrition over the years, the Scarcity of the 
coin cannot be questioned. CHOICE BRILLIANT UNCIRCULATED, 
exhibiting the sharpest detail we have ever encountered for the type. A few 
light obverse scratches were apparently present in the coin before the 
reverse impression was applied, since they have been somewhat “‘flattened”’ 
by the striking pressure.

Over 4. Certainly one of the major highlight coins of this sale and, 
without doubt, the most exciting specimen from the N.M. Kauf- 
man holdings. 

Before the existence of an 1825/4 Half Eagle in the Kauf- 
man collection was made public, it was generally accepted that 
the only piece known was in the fabulous cabinet of the late 
Louis Eliasberg of Baltimore, Md. He had acquired it when he 
purchased (by private treaty) the John H. Clapp material in 1942. 

It had previously been sold in 1912 (sixty-six years ago, 
and the LAST time it had been offered at public auction) with 
the Earle collection, where it appeared as Lot 2394. Considering 
its very great rarity, it was rather unceremoniously described as 
“1825 Over 1824. Extremely fine. Slight proof surface. Extremely 
rare. Plate.” The coin realized a price of $155.00, a relatively 
high price for a coin at that time, but far less than was realized 
for coins in the same sale of a much lower degree of rarity. 

That the coin was described by Henry Chapman in the Earle 
catalogue as being “*... Extremely fine. Slight proof surface...” 
is quite interesting and somewhat misleading. For Walter Breen, 
in his recent Encyclopedia of United States and Colonial Proof 
Coins 1722-1977, lists the Eliasberg specimen as a bona fide 
Proof! 
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Prior to its appearance in the Earle sale, the Eliasberg 1825/4 
had been offered publicly only ONE OTHER TIME: as Lot 145 
of the Col. Mendes I. Cohen sale which took place in 1875! There- 
fore this is only the THIRD appearance, at public auction, of this 
date in OVER A CENTURY! 

After close examination of the high quality plate in the 
Earle catalogue (the Eliasberg specimen has not been seen by this 
cataloguer), it would appear that the undertype 4. is much more 
plain and pronounced on the Kaufman piece (see enlarged illus- 
tration of date area, above). Not only are the upright and cross- 
bar of the 4 plain, but the diagonal is also visible. It also becomes 
quite evident that the 1825/1 (see Lot 808) and the 1825/4 were 
struck from two completely different dies. Analysis of the date 
area in these enlargements, alone, reveals the following differences: 
1825/1 has 1 distant from bust and 8 below bottom line of 1; 
1825/4 has 1 closer to bust and 8 above bottom line of 1. The 
5’s in dates are also of a different style. 

The Kaufman 1825/4, the presently-offered specimen, 
grades a strong VERY FINE on the obverse, with a slightly weak 
strike in the upper left portion. Many of the stars, however, exhibit 
full radial lines from the centers. The reverse is EXTREMELY 
FINE, though a trifle weak in the center. The surfaces exhibit 
pale golden-orange toning with considerable mint luster high- 
lighted by traces of proof-like brilliance in protected areas around 
the lettering and devices. Some tiny handling marks appear in the 
fields, and there are extremely minute rim marks at the top and 
bottom of the obverse. 

Much has been written within recent years concerning the 
rarity and corresponding high prices that have been realized for 
certain “coins” in the so-called United States Series. Consider 
for a moment, if you will, the origin and clouded histories of some 
of these pieces: 1804 Dollar, 1913 Liberty Head Nickel, Pattern 
pieces (one of which is currently valued by its owner at $1,000,000), 
Restrikes, and others. While we have absolutely no quarrel with 
the fact that these pieces hold their own special place in numis- 
matics, it should be remembered that several, while manufactured 
in very small numbers, can only be thought of as “contrived 
rarities.” They were struck to satisfy the collecting appetites of 
a select few, and have reached high price plateaus for a variety of 
reasons. 

The 1825/4 Half Eagle is a TRUE RARITY. The fact that 
ONLY TWO PIECES are known after over 150 years of its minting 
confirms this fact. There is absolutely NO CONTROVERSY §sur- 
rounding its issue—it was originally minted as a regular circulation 
piece—and is far RARER, in the most literal sense of the word, 
than many of the other highly publicized examples mentioned 
earlier. We fully expect this piece to generate considerable interest, 
and take very great pleasure in offering it for your consideration.

Mint and Coinage. In it, Landis states that there were $315,000 in 
Eagles struck on the coining press [31,500 pieces] and $500 worth 
struck on the medal press [50 pieces, most likely Proofs]. Most of 
the circulation strikes were melted, leaving only 40-50 survivors, 
and only 2 Proofs can be accounted for today. In any case, of 
the small number of melting pot survivors, only a percentage 
could be available now to collectors. Assuming that some are 
permanently impounded in museums and institutional holdings, 
this offering represents a DISTINCT OPPORTUNITY to acquire a 
TRUE NUMISMATIC RARITY. Excessively Rare and virtually 
never offered for sale.
